Report From the President to IZA Members 


Both the ILA-ILTA Public Library Development Committee and the Library 
Planning Committee have spent many hours searching for a plan to spur library service 
in Indiana. “Thanks are due Leon Jones, Chairman of the PLD Committee, and C. R. 
Lay, Chairman of the Library Planning Committee, and their colleagues for sturdy 
efforts. Especially noteworthy has been the interest of trustee members of these com- 
mittees. Elsewhere in this issue is a report of the Public Library Development Com- 
mittee’s plan for a series of meetings to be held between September 19 and 30 in 
twenty-two areas of the state. The purpose of these meetings, which have been re- 
quested frequently by both librarians and trustees, is to elicit questions for study at 
the November conference. The meetings will be very informal; you may attend the 
one designated for you or another; or more than one. The important thing is to go, 
to speak, and to learn. 

In a recent issue of Library Journal there was an article by C. P. Snow about the 
gap between two cultural groups—the intellectual and the scientific. Mr. Snow 
speaks of the great no-man’s land between the two groups. The gap must be closed, 
he says, if we are to survive. The library world, like Mr. Snow’s larger one, has 
barriers which stand in the way of consistently fine service. The barriers themselves— 
whether they be indifference, or fear, or resistance to change—are not so important as 
the need for a willingness for each librarian and trustee to go into the no-man’s land 
and to create an area of progress and good will. Let us not be like the cats of Kil- 
kenny who left behind them sorry tales of disaster. Indiana has many fine libraries, 
as well as fine librarians and trustees. Let us work to bring the advantages and fine 
talents of these institutions and people within the reach of all in our state.

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The Legislative Committee pointed out 
that the Delinquency Bill which was 
pocket vetoed by Governor Handley 
would be submitted again with a new 
title. The Public Employees’ Retirement 
Fund is actuarially unsound now because 
the State has failed to keep up its con- 
tribution. The State Budget Committee 
will be urged to make a start in catching 
up on some of the $17,000,000 arrearage. 
The Committee wants the 1961 Legisla- 
ture to repeal the section passed by the 
1959 Legislature which allowed a town- 
ship in Hamilton County to separate from 
the Carmel Public Library. Support was 
requested for the State Library budget. 
Members attending all the meetings were 
urged to watch legislation that might af- 
tect libraries. Instances included the 
Gary test case for library bonding power 
and Indiana's position in the Library 
Services Act. 

Each district discussed whether the 
'ndiana Library Association should help 
the districts with financial aid. They de- 
cided each district should support its own 
finances. All the districts also voted 
egainst redistricting. District I has grown 
large enough that small librarians might 
find it difficult to entertain a group so big. 


District I met at Bremen, May 10. 
Mary Holmes, Librarian, Logansport 
Public Library, presented a panel at the 
morning session on “Strength Through 
Cooperation” followed by — discussion 
groups. Luncheon was served at the Bre- 
men American Legion Hall. Elizabeth M.

RESOLUTION FOR PUBLIC LIBRARY DEVELOPMENT 


(Editor’s note: The following resolu- 
tion was adopted by the Joint Executive 
Boards of the Indiana Library Association 
and the Indiana Library Trustees Associ- 
ation at its meeting on May 17, 1960.) 

WHEREAS the Joint Executive
